None other than Jimmy Powers of 
the New York Daily News declares 
that Casey Stengel is the “most 
naturally gifted right-handed talker” 
in the world 

Midwestern sportswriters dispute 
this allegation, having had their ears 
bent by “Dizzy” Dean, “Diz” Trout, 
and “Bobo” Newsom 

Powers rebuts that they didn’t hear 
Casey spout out when he was a 
braggart balihawk with Brooklyn. 

“Watch that Stengel every night,” 
Powers is supposed to have warned 
a stockholder. “He hates hisself so 
much he may kill hisself.” 


Above all else Casey is a family 
man. He loves children--no matter 
whose. He was deeply hurt when the 
spectacularly beautiful wife of a 
magnificent baliplayer on his club 
abandoned her husband and son mid- 
way in a pennant race. 

Stengel insisted that the little boy 
accompany the team. On and off the 
field he held the hand of the boy, 
and fondled him on his knee. 

A disastrous road trip soured 
Casey on the human race, however, 
and for a lapse he wasn't the Proud 
Foster Papa. 

Unwittingly the little boy at- 
tempted to climb up on his lap. 
Casey dumped him off unceremoni- 
ously. The motherless boy started to 
ery. 
“Sorry, Bub,” Stengel wept also. 
“Guess I blamed you on accounta 
your Daddy is in a slump. You tell 
him to start hitting, huh?” 


Two of Stengel’s best-remembered 
witticisms were uttered after he took 
charge of the 1923 World Series. 

Against the Yankees all he did was 
win two games for the Giants with 
timely home runs, and star afield. 
He was the hero of the hour at the 
Polo Grounds 

Unaccountably, he was traded to 
the lowly Boston Braves in Novem- 
ber. 

Stengel Quip No. 1: “What does a 
guy have to do to make good, any- 
way?” 

Quip No. 2: “The paths of glory 
lead but to the Braves.” 


“Flanagan” is what American 
League umpires call Dick Kryhoski, 
youthful first baseman for the St.

Triangle was formed in August, 
1949, for the purpose of lowering dis- 
tribution costs on appliances by 
direct factory shipment to the cus- 
tomer through “service dealers.’ Pro- 
motion efforts were aimed at getting 
the independent servicing contractor 
to sign up to sell merchandise which 
Triangle would provide. 

“We felt the signs indicated a 
change in appliance distribution 
methods,” stated Jim Blackburn, one 
of the principals of the company 


G-E Appliance Sales 
Hold Own with 1951 


LOUISVILLE, Ky. — General Elec- 
tric Co. has reported that retail sales 
of its major appliance line for the 
first eight months of the year were 
within 3.5% of those reported for the 
same period last year. 

Clarence H. Linder, general man- 
ager of the major appliance division, 
noted this reflected a continued im- 
provement since the first-quarter 
slump, when sales had lagged badly, 
and a pick-up of 4.5% over last year 
since the end of May. 

Retail sales of refrigerators, bell- 
wether of the company’s appliance 
line, picked up 14% during August 
from the year-ago month to bring 
the eight-month total to about 9% 
ahead of the first eight months of 
1951, Linder reported. 

He said this represented an 18% 
gain over last year since May and a 
36°) advance since the first quarter. 
At that time, retail refrigerator sales 
were running 27° behind those for 
the first quarter of 1951. 

The G-E executive said a 6% de- 
cline in the retail sales of the entire 
line occurred in August from July, 
including a 13% drop in refrigera- 
tors. He emphasized, however, that 
although retail sales were off gener- 
ally in August from the preceding

NEW YORK CITY Though they 
have the recently passed McGuire 
Act to bolster their fair trade activi- 
ties in 45 states, “fair trade” manu- 
facturers are warily eyeing the man 
who brought the downfall of the 
previous fair trade act and loudly 
threatens to do the same with this. 

That man is John Schwegmann, Jr., 
operator of a New Orleans super- 
market. Schwegmann is selling some

Times report, some fair trade attor- 
neys say that he will be sued eventu- 
ally, but that the case against him 
must be prepared with care. One of 
the reasons for the delay, the Times 
indicated, is that fighting the case to 
the Supreme Court--as Schwegmann 
threatens to do-—will cost them con- 
siderably in attorneys’ fees, and each 
is hoping that some other manufac- 
turer will take up the cudgel.

Drug Chain Believes Air 
Conditioning Cuts High 
Summer Employe Turnover 


WACO, Texas -W. B. Pipkin Drug 
Co. here, operator of six drugstores 
in this area, believes air conditioning 
will help solve one of its most difh- 
cult summer problems high employe 
turnover 

A two-unit, 20-ton cooling system 
described by Charles Rainey, mer- 
chandising manager, as “the last 
word” in providing employe comfort, 
serves the chain's brand new store in 
the downtown shopping district. Most 
of the other stores will follow this 
pattern in future air conditioning, he 
indicated. 

“All are currently cooled to some 
extent,” he said, “and by making 
every store so pleasant from an at- 
mospheric standpoint that the em- 
ploye actually likes to come to work, 
we anticipate far leas need for train- 
ing new employes.” 

In the arid central Texas area, 
stretches of 105° temperature lasting 
20 days or more are nothing unusual. 
Working in such heat, employes nat- 
urally are bound to be less efficient. 

This is eliminated in Pipkin’s new 
store which is completely air condi- 
tioned. The system installed by Mos- 
ley Refrigeration Co. of Dallas cools 
even the lavatories. 

Two Curtis units, one of 15 tons 
and another of 5 tons, provide cool- 
ing. They are located side-by-side 
in a utility room on the second floor. 

The larger unit serves the shopping 
area, the pharmacy, and an outlet 
immediately over the entrance to the 
store. Traveler ducts down either side 
of the store insure even distribution. 

The 5-ton unit cools a 75 ft. by 
40-ft. classroom in which sales and 
sales training meetings are staged, as 
well as two executive offices and the 
chain's general office. . 

In addition, short ducts from the 
main supply duct are piped into both 
the men's and women's lavatories 
located on either side of the corridor 
leading into the classroom. 

Another duct from the 15-ton sys- 
tem cools a 20 ft. by 10-ft. drug 
storeroom located immediately ad- 
jacent to the air conditioning utility 
room. A service stock of drugs for 
all six stores is maintained here. 

Employes invariably enter the 
store with a sigh of pleased relief. 
“Cooling every nook and cranny of 
the building was one of the wisest 
investments we have ever made,” 
Rainey remarked. 

Operating costs for the air condi- 
tioning system have been determined 
as $8 per day. Mr. Rainey feels that 
this amount is well expended from 
the standpoint of reducing employe 
turnover, not to mention what it 
means to summer sales volume

No Aid to Salesmen 
Whose Earnings 
Top 1950 


DETROIT..Because of the possi- 
bility of erroneous interpretation of 
the story printed on page 1 of the 
Aug. 18 issue of the NEWS concern- 
ing the “Pay Hike Rule for Commis- 
sion Salesmen,” we wish to point out 
that the new ruling applies only to 
salesmen who have received no in- 
crease in their earnings since Jan.

Units Sell Ultimate Buyer-- 
The Husband--on Comfort 


SAN ANTONIO—Drive—a_ spar- 
tan-like willingness to “hit the ball” 
~—that's the key to room cooler sales 
success for Evan Moon, appliance 
manager for Joske’s department 
store here, and nationally recognized 
top appliance salesman. 

Moon handles a crew of 60 sales- 
men and demands of them long 
hours of work and a quick follow-up 
on every prospect. 

Each salesman must be on hand 
for sales meetings which are held 


at 8 a.m. at the store. This means ° 


that the average salesman must be 
up by 6 a.m. at least in order to 
make the meeting on time. 

In addition, every man is sched- 
uled for evening calls, and is out 
making demonstrations, talking with 
prospects, and following up leads, 
long after the store is closed for the 
day. 

Moon thoroughly believes in call- 
ing back on users for names of addi- 
tional prospects. 


EVERY INSTALLATION IS 
SOURCE OF NEW PROSPECTS 


“We have found that every instal- 
lation is capable of creating as many 
as a dozen bona fide prospects,” 
Moon declared. “Most customers 
have at least that many relatives. 
As soon as one of our room cooler 
customers tells us the name of some- 
one he knows is interested, we go to 
work on them immediately.” 

No Joske salesman can last very 
long if he is not out aggressively 
driving after business. It is from this 
sort of regard for salesmanship that 
Joske's developed the “goose-egg.” 

Any salesman failing to sell one 
appliance on any day is the recipient 
of an artificial glass goose-egg. This 
he must carry with him for the next 
24 hours, producing it on request at 
any time, or contribute a quarter or 
more to the “coffee fund.” Naturally, 
the salesmen will do about anything 
to avoid getting the “goose-egg” and 
very few have carried it during the 
past few years. 

As an additional boost to room 
cooler sales, Joske has a 15-ft. arti- 
ficial wall built on the appliance sales 
floor to demonstrate the ease of 
installation. Moon has found that 
many people seem to have the idea 
that the installation of a window 
unit requires water pipe connections, 
electrical work, and carpentry. 

“With this simple display,” he said, 
“the prospects can be shown how 
easy the cooler can be slipped in 
and out of any window or moved 
about the house if desired.” 

Coolers used in the display are 
plugged in and operating, even 
though the store is air conditioned. 


LOANS UNIT FOR WEEK-END 


Another sales tool that has proved 
effective is the loan out demonstra- 
tion. If the prospect has an estab- 
lished credit rating or owns his own 
home, Moon will arrange for a win- 
dow cooler to be installed in his 
home for a week-end, when the hus- 
band is there. 

“The husband must have an oppor- 
tunity to appreciate the comfort 
which a room cooler can bring in 
100° F. weather before the sale can 
be made,” Moon pointed out. “Even 
if the wife enjoys more comfort and 
the children sleep better, the head 
of the house must be sold personally 
before the purchase will be okayed. 

“We have found that the extra 
amount of work stemming from piled 
up sales calls and and cooler remov- 
als on Mondays is well worth while 
in terms of sales results.” 

Moon notes that service is just as 
important in package cooler promo- 
tion as in any other appliance line. 


Operating one of the best equipped | 


service departments in the country, 
Joske’s points out to every room 
cooler customer that the store will 


give swift service during the guar- | 


antee period without charge to keep 
the cooler functioning when it is most 
needed.

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Salesmanship’, 


They substitute exaggeration and 
fat, juicy superlatives for specific , 
hardpan facts about their merchan- 
dise. They are suckers for stunts and 
gimmicks they wouldn't dream of 
using in their personal man-to-man 
salesmanship 

Let's examine the question of what 
it is that puts persuasion into adver- 
tising copy. Just what is salesaman- 
ship-in-print? What are the ingredi- 
ents the master chefs blend together 
in their creation of an effective ad- 
vertisement ” 

The old tried-and-true formula for 
producing effective copy cannot, I 
think, be improved upon. I have 
clung to it faithfully in writing, or 
directing the writing of, somewhere 
around $300,000,000 worth of adver- 
tising. Any advertiser, whether he is 
a amall merchant or a big national 
advertiser, can prepare his copy in 
line with this formula. It goes like 


this 

First, attract attention (stop the 
reader, or listener) 

Second, arouse interest (warm him 
up) 

Third, create desire (give him a 


hankering ). 

Fourth, imapire confidence 
him believe you) 

Fifth, induce action (prod him in- 
to doing it NOW) 

Let's consider the first necessity, 
that of attracting attention. The im- 
portant thing to remember here is 
that you are not after everybody's 
attention. You are not concerned 
with crowds—you are concerned with 
prospects

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What you want is the attention of 
interested people, or, to put it an- 
other way, of people “in the market” 
for what you have to sell. Therefore, 
it won't be good salesmanship if you 
use a cut of a bathing beauty to 
flag the attention of all readers 

The correct procedure is to make 
a specific appeal to a specific need 
or problem that is likely to be on the 
minds of some of the people who 
may see your ad. People buy articles 
of merchandise as the answers to 
needs, problema, and hankerings 

Each time you present a product 
in your copy, offer it as the answer 
to a human need. If, for example, 
you are an office supply dealer, don’t 
nAY ‘Finest Office Furniture Bver 
Shown In Thia City.” That's a weak, 


meaningless, bombastic generality 
There'll be real salesmanship in a 
headline like this: “New-type Desk 


Chairs Ease Tired Backs.” 

Arouamg imterest and creating de- 
wire are two parts of the same thing 
The only way you can interest your 
reader or listener in your product, 
and make him ardently desire it, 
to promise him something he wants. 
Obviously the bigger the promise, 
the keener his interest and desire 

Study your product or service in 
terms of ite ability to satisfy human 
needs. Contrive somehow to relate 
what you're advertising to. the 
reader's interests, his yens, his hank- 
erings, his activities, his dreams, his 
plans. Put a promise in every head- 
line 

Kemember, the reader is interested 
only in himself—in what HE wants 
Never, never, never use such vapid 
headlines as, “A Superior Value,” 
“Are You In the Know?!", or “The 
Last Word in Convenience.” 

But never promise more than you 
ean perform. No ad can do an ef- 


fective selling job unless it is be- 
lieved. The truth is the truth to the 
reader or listener only if he believes 
it. In your personal face-to-face sell- 
ing you are careful to make state- 
ments that won't strain the credulity 
of your listener

Whenever possible, your copy 
should start off with a statement 
with which the reader will agree. At 
least half the battle is won if the 
reader accepts as true the initial 
premises or statements with which 
your copy begins. 

To challenge the reader's belief at 
the outset--to arouse his suspicion 
with obvious exaggeration—-is to 
court the possibility of antagonizing 
him and losing his attention. 

I recommend that you back up 
your advertising promises with 
money-back guarantees. The money- 
back guarantee-—-with no questions 
asked-is used by all of the success- 
ful mail-order houses, and it does 
more than any other one thing to 
win the confidence of the public 

If you believe in your merchandise, 
there is no reason why you can’t 


the Lady What She Wants” and “The 
Customer Is Always Right’—played 
a tremendous part in the fabulous 
success of Marshal! Field & Co 

Inducing action prodding the 
reader into doing it NOW--is your 
toughest hurdle. It ie plain human 
nature for most people to let things 
drift, to promise themselves to do 
this or that tomorrow—too often a 
tomorrow that never comes 

Sometimes the thing to do is to 
offer the reader a reward for doing 
it NOW. If what you offer is a bar- 
gain price, set a time limit: “This 
Special Price Reduction Not In Ef- 
fect After Thursday, May 1.” Often 
lack of immediate cash is the reason 
families put off buying. 

An easy-payment plan may be the 
answer here. A Chicago utility com- 
pany advertises wiring for additional 
outlets in the home on an easy pay- 
ment plan, and a painting contractor 
in the same city offers to “paint your 
house and give you a year to pay.” 

Sometimes a little gift will induce 
prompt buying action: “This week 
and this week only—-every purchaser 
of an XYZ Glass Rod will receive 
FREE a selection of six imported 
ABC dry flies.” 

But the best way to induce immedi- 
ate buying action is to put powerful 
persuasion in your copy. Dr. Samuel 
Johnson once remarked, nearly 100 
years ago, that “the size of the 
promise is the soul of the advertise- 
ment.” Promise as much as you can 
within the limits of complete truth- 
fulness.

HAGERSTOWN, Md.--In making 
a sales presentation on a home freez- 
er to a prospect, initial emphasis 
must be placed on the savings in the 
food budget which it permits and 
this should be followed by a careful 
outline of the many ways a freezer 
can also save time for the housewife, 
believes W. L. Currie, chief sales en- 
gineer for Victor Products Corp.

A conditioner 
is located at the rear of each floor 
almost directly in front of the freight 
elevator and supplies air to a single 
trunk duct that runs full length down 
the center at ceiling height. 

“Incidentally,” Dick Yancey points 
out, “locating the conditioners so 
close to the freight elevator made 
rigging a simple matter.” 

There are a few private offices 
on each floor and these are fed by 
take-offs from the main duct. Loca- 
tion of this duct is such, however, 
that arrangement of these offices can 
be changed and air supplied to them 
without major alterations to the main 
duct. 

Although the ductwork is fully ex- 
posed, it’s painted the same color as 
the ceiling and is not conspicuous 
sprinkler piping and 
fluorescent lighting fixtures. Return 
air presents no problem in this in- 
stallation. It’s picked up right at the 
unit through a short duct from the 
partition built to close off the “ma- 
chinery room” on each floor. To hold 
noise levels to a minimum, sound in- 
sulation and baffles were included in 
the ductwork at the unit. 

During hot weather the system on 
each floor brings in approximately 
25% fresh air. In milder weather, the 
units can handle 100% outside air. 
The change is effected by manually 
controlled quadrant dampers. 

Carefully engineered simplicity 
marks the entire installation. In addi- 
tion to some of the features already 
mentioned, the air outlet grilles, for 
example, are of the four-way deflect- 
ing type with adjustable registers 
behind them. 

“This made balancing the system a 
very simple matter,” comments Dick 
Yancey. 

Running of piping from the units 
to the cooling tower in the basement 
was not a difficult problem either be- 
cause all the conditioners are directly 
above one another. 

Little alteration to the building was 
required to accommodate air condi- 
tioning. To reduce the load on the 
top floor it was considered advisable 
to insulate the roof and this was ac- 


| complished with rock wool. 


Design of the York 1501 units pro- 
vides capacity modulation in opera- 
tion of the system on each floor. 
These conditioners each have three 
independent 5-hp. systems and are 
controlled by a three-step thermostat 
located at the return air intake.

Brunner Introduces Liquid Chiller

UTICA, N. Y.--A_ new liquid 
chiller that is also an ice builder, 
storing up quantities of ice during 
low requirement periods for use dur- 
ing peak load demands, is announced 
by the Brunner Mfg. Co. here. 

The interior of the cabinet is en- 
tirely lined with copper, with copper 
plates and copper coils used through- 
out to eliminate corrosion. Sixteen- 
gauge galvanized steel (aluminum 
optional) is used for the cabinet ex- 
terior, with aluminum doors and 4-in 
cork insulation. 

Liquids may be chilled by passing 
through the chiller cabinet itself, or 
by secondary circulation of chilled 
water piped from the unit. Each plate 
in the chiller is individually refrig- 
erated, as well as the front and back 
walls of the cabinet 

An exclusive mixing chamber pre- 
cools the liquid and passes it back 
and forth across the chiller plates 
and ice filled passes. Direction of 
liquid is reversed on an average of 
every three feet . with a total 
travel of about 60 lin. ft. throughout 
the cycle. 

Refrigeration for the unit is pro- 
vided by the Brunner slow speed open 
type condensing unit sized ac- 
cording to the requirements of the 
job.

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Demonstrations Build a Business 
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Best Selling Time Is the Refreshment Hour After Money-Raising Party; 
Home Economist, Manufacturers’ Representatives Have Ready Answers 


POINT PLEASANT, N. J.—Dem- 
onstrations are partially responsible 
for the rapid growth of Ball Refrig- 
eration Co. here, and have proved to 
be a drawing card to interest groups 
of potential customers, according to 
Harry Ball, owner. 

“We try to take advantage of dem- 
onstrations put on for us by appli- 
ance manufacturers and have found 
them to be the best means of attract- 
ing people to our store and giving 
us leads,” he stated. 

Ball discovered about a year ago 
that a live demonstration before a 
large audience was far better than 
all his advertising and promotion put 
together. At that time he was asked 
by a local women’s organization to 
put on a demonstration in their meet- 
ing room. With the cooperation of 
G-E, he had a home economist put on 
a freezer demonstration during their 
meeting time. After the demonstra- 
tion gatherings of women talked to 
the economist and Ball and lively in- 
terest was shown. 

“In the next few days I sold sev- 
eral freezers and had a dozen good 
freezer prospects,” relates Ball. “Be- 
cause of the success of this first 
demonstration, I decided to hold 
others.” 

He began checking women’s clubs 
and organizations in Ocean county, 
in which Point Pleasant is located, 
and nearby Monmouth county. He 
found that numerous church organi- 
zations, parent-teacher groups, and 
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other women’s organizations held 
bazaars, parties, and other affairs 
during the year to raise money. 

Capitalizing on the money-raising 
plans, he told each group that he 
would give them a dollar for every 
member who attended a demonstra- 
tion in his store or in their own meet- 
ing room. This money-making oppor- 
tunity appealed to so many that he 
had to set up a schedule for the 
demonstrations. 


Store Demonstrations 
Are More Profitable 


He found, however, that demon- 
strations held in the store were more 
profitable than those held in organi- 
zation rooms because after the as- 
sembly, persons could look over ap- 
pliances other than the one being 
demonstrated. Audiences were limited 
te about 50 because he found that 
too large a gathering resulted in too 
much conversation and confusion. 

Ball feels that by continuing these 
demonstrations for the next several 
months he will have made almost 
every homemaker in his area aware 
of his store and this will help to keep 
his business growing. 

At each demonstration, women are 
given tickets for a drawing at which 
prizes for the winning tickets are 
awarded. Such items as ironers, wash 
tubs, pressing boards, toasters, and 
similar items which make pleasant 
gifts are given. In addition, he 


serves refreshments. This keeps the 
crowd together after the demonstra- 
tion and has proved to be the best 
time for selling and securing leads. 

“We feel more than justified in 
spending money for these demonstra- 
tions because it doesn’t amount to 
more than our average newspaper 
advertising and it does bring the cus- 
tomers in,” Ball said. “We have al- 
ready been visited by thousands of 
women as a direct result of the dem- 
onstrations and have found it profit- 
able.” 

The territory covered by Ball Re- 
frigeration Co. is a fertile one for 
rebuilt and reconditioned refrigera- 
tors, freezers, and other appliances. 
Since Point Pleasant and the sur- 
rounding vicinity is a seashore resort 
during the summer, many vacationers 
rent cottages. 

This influx of traffic creates an 
outlet for reconditioned equipment. 
If the summer homes are owned by 
the vacationers, they may buy a 
reconditioned refrigerator or freezer 
for their summer use. 

“Then we have those people who 
live here year-round and rent their 
cottages to summer _ vacationers. 
These people like to rent equipment. 
Rentals are just as profitable or 
more so than sales of reconditioned 
equipment, as we get it back after 
the season and can rent it over again 
or sell it later,” Ball commented.

he has to take a trade-in. In the rear 
of the company showroom is a large 
shop. A crew of six servicemen are 
sent out daily to repair and replace 


parts on electrical appliances. Serv- 
ice is a very important part of the 
business because it keeps Ball in con- 
tact with his customers and he can 
sell them new products. 

“The reason for our heavy empha- 
sis on service is because we were 
founded on this work,” he explains 
“For 15 years I was a refrigeration 
serviceman until I opened my store 
Then I began to hire others to do my 
work and I started into the retail 
selling end of this business.” 


Servicemen Are Salesmen 


Ball uses his servicemen as sales- 
men. He has only one inside sales- 
man. All servicemen are paid 5% 
for any lead that develops into a sale. 
When servicemen are making calls 
on homes, they usually can see the 
need for new appliances or replace- 
ments. This information is brought 
back to the office and Ball follows it 
up himself. 

“It’s really surprising to know 
how many sales can be made by a 
serviceman. It seems as if home- 
makers would rather listen to a 
serviceman than to a salesman, and 
since the serviceman is already in 
the home working and the housewife 
is acquainted with him, it is easy for 
him to discuss replacing or buying 
a new appliance.” 

Many of his servicemen would 
rather be their own salesmen and 
follow up their own leads because 
they feel that they could close the 
deal. In these cases, the servicemen 
are paid 10% on merchandise sold. 
Sometimes they like to work in the 
store during evening hours, particu- 
larly around holiday time to pick up 

| some extra cash. Ball has found it to 

| be a good idea because his men have 
an opportunity to earn extra cash 
and he doesn’t have to secure extra 
help during these selling periods. 

The store has a regular promotion 
schedule. Newspapers are used for 

| display and cl fied ads. All store 
| ads are eye-catching.

Direct mail is sent out periedically 
to all names on their list. This is 
made up of the individuals that come 
to demonstrations. Pamphiets sup- 
plied by manufacturers are used 

A local radio station has a daily 
phone quiz and the store gives a $5 
merchandise certificate. For this con- 
tribution their name is mentioned 
It is an economical way of getting 
radio advertising. 

Trucks are another means of ad- 
vertising. Their sides have been built 
up to carry tools and have been 
painted white with large black let- 
tering. Six trucks keep going through 
the county on calls all day long, and 
are seen by numerous people 

Billboard signs are also used. A 
number have been placed on the 
roads leading into and out of Point 
Pleasant. These year-round signs 
have been noticed by almost every 
resident in neighboring counties 


‘Clipping File’ Helps 
Tell Sales Story 


“We have found newspaper clip- 
pings to be one of our best means of 
closing sales,” said Ball. “When we 
try to interest a homeowner in a 
garbage disposal unit, we show her 
the clippings from the newspapers 
where whole communities are chang- 
ing over. The same has been done 
with home freezers. The scrap book 
contains clippings from newspapers, 
trade papers, and magazines and is 
shown to customers who are a little 
difficult to convince about the ad- 
vantages to be gained by owning cer- 
tain appliances.” 

The company has a new store lo- 
cated a few blocks from the central 
business district. Ball finds that this 
location is better than in the heart 
of town because people who are in- 
terested in home appliances don’t 
just drop into a store when they see 
them displayed in a window or when 
they are on a general shopping tour. 

The store has live demonstrations 
at all times. The refrigerators are 
full of fresh foods and the freezers 
are loaded with frozen specialties. 
These are given to the customer to 
take home as a goodwill builder.

One valve is equipped with the 
new thermal block, the other valve 
is without this feature. For the pur- 
pose of this experiment the refrig- 
erating system was adjusted to frost 
back to the compressor and the rela- 
tive humidity, around the valves, was 
maintained at 98%. 

Early in the experiment, after suf- 
ficient time had elapsed to permit a 
layer of frost to form on the valve 
bodies, a careful examination of both 
valves was made. 

The valve with the new thermal 
block remained dry and warm to the 
touch, indicating that the coil heat 
was remaining in the coil housing. 

The lower temperature of the other 
valve clearly indicated a transfer of 
coil heat to the cold valve body. 

Upon closer examination the valve 
without the thermal block revealed 
the formation of moisture drops on 
the lower coil washer. The tempera- 
ture of the other valve never dropped 
below the dewpoint so no moisture 
was able to condense in the coil en- 
closure. 

Frost was permitted to build up 
for several days and another exami- 
nation was made. 

Again the valve with the thermal 
block successfully retained its coil 
heat and no frost formed to within 
4 in. of the coil housing, while the 
other valve, not equipped with the 


| thermal block, showed a marked re- 


duction in temperature and frost 
formed to a point where it completely 
covered the valve. 

The experiment clearly showed the 
block to be an effective 
means of keeping the coil housing 
and coil washer above the dewpoint 


| and in this way preventing the pos- 


sibility of the coil shorting due to 
condensation of moisture in the coil 
enclosure, the company stated.

Lead to Excessive Heat Pressure and Consequent Oil Breakdown, Ansul Finds

With the above introduction Ansul 
Chemical Co. discusses both the 
physical and mechanical factors in 
volved in two technical reporta which 
appeared in succeeding issues of its 
“News Notes” house organ 

The first, which summed up the 
principal physical factors, was pre- 
pared by John Bopp, chief chemist, 
Ansul refrigeration research, while 
the second discuasion on mechanical 
factors was written by Richard A 
Line, chief engineer of the company’s 
Refrigeration Div

ing to Bopp, are

“For the same compressor displace- 
ment, ‘F-22' provides approximately 
two-thirds greater capacity than 
‘F-12) and when used in properly 
engineered equipment gives excellent 
performance,” Bopp points out. 

“In many cases, however, the de- 
sign makes no provision for taking 
care of the additional heat gener- 
ated. The head and condenser tem- 
peratures as a result will rise with 
the ultimate temperature dependent 
on the load. 

“Difficulties coming from the 
higher capacity of ‘F-22' are mani- 
festing themselves mainly in the 
form of oil decomposition. Many of 
these cases are occurring in units 
which were originally designed for 
‘F-12" and are being converted to 
‘F-22' service. 

“As we have mentioned many 
times in the past, high temperature 
is without question the prime reason 
for oil breakdown. We now know 
that ‘F-12' and ‘F-22' will react 
chemically with oil at elevated tem- 
peratures, producing substantial 


quantities of hydrochloric acid and 


probably some hydrfluoric acid. 

“Unlike ‘F-12,' oil is only sparingly 
soluble in ‘F-22,’ and as the tempera- 
ture is lowered the oil separates out 
of the refrigerant to form a two- 
phase system,” explains Bopp. “As 
an example, in a mixture of 10% by 
volume Ansul 150 oil and 90% 
‘F-22, separation begins at 16° F. 
For other values (per cent by 
weight) consult the accompanying 
solubility curve for Ansul 150 oil 
in ‘F-22.' 

“If oil is carried along with the 
discharge vapor,” he declares, “we 
may expect: 

“1. Blanket of oil covering the 
liquid refrigerant in a flooded evapo- 
rator; 

“2. Congealed oil on the walls in a 
dry evaporator; 

“3. Poor oil return; 

“4. Greatly reduced refrigerating 
effect; 

“5S. Faulty lubrication is a possi- 
bility because of poor oil return. This 
can generate heat due to friction 
and also can cause other mechanical 
problems. 


Oil Separator Should Be Used 


“The use of an efficient oil separa- 
tor is strongly recommended to mini- 
mize troubles arising from low solu- 
bility of the oil.” 

Solubility of Ansul oil in a mix- 
ture of 3% “F-12" and 97% “F-22" 
was also determined, Bopp com- 
mented, but he indicates that “solu- 
bility was not markedly improved,” 
adding that “this particular combina- 
tion has been suggested recently as 
a means of getting more oil into solu- 
tion in the refrigerant.” 

In his discussion of the mechanical 
factors involved in this problem, 
Line points out that “many... units 
operate efficiently at evaporator tem- 
peratures as low as -25° F. However, 
it’s a different story when attempts 
are made to reach temperatures of 
and below -40° F. Breakdowns of low 
temperature systems are by no 
means uncommon... . 

“During the past few years the 
demand for ultra-low temperature 
equipment has accentuated these 
problems. 


Evidence of Sludge and Carbon 
From Oil Breakdown 


“In most low temperature systems 
which have become inoperative, the 
serviceman first finds evidences of 
sludge and carbon from oil break- 
down,” Line declares. “As a result,

(Concluded from preceding page) 
the oil supplier is often asked to help 
solve the problem 

“It has been established that oil 
breakdown is usually caused by ex- 
cessive heat, and it would seem log- 
ical to assume that there is less heat 
involved in ultra low temperature 
work. However, studies show that at 
least five factors can contribute to 
additional heat as the evaporator 
temperature is lowered. (See table.) 


“AS a corrective measure in this 
case, it is desirable to have as cold 
a suction gas as possible entering 
the compressor. This can be accom- 
plished by reducing the super heat 
in the evaporator and by insulating 
the suction line to the compressor to 
reduce the superheat in the suction 
line. 

“In multi-stage systems it may be 
necessary to introduce a refrigerated 
cooling effect on the suction gas be-

“As a corrective measure, it be- 
comes necessary to reduce this com- 
pression ratio. It is generally agreed 
that two-stage systems should be 
used for temperatures below -40° F., 
three-stage systems below -75° F., 
and multi-stage cascade systems be- 
low -135° F. 

“The compression ratio can, of 
course, be reduced somewhat by re- 
ducing the head pressures. At times 
this can be accomplished by install- 
ing additional condenser capacity. It 
can also be brought about by using 
a colder source of condensing medium. 
Condenser water is sometimes pre- 
cooled, which in itself approaches 
the cascade system. Head pressure 
can also be reduced by carefuily 
evacuating the systein over a long 
period of time, the idea being to 
achieve a very low vacuum and hence 
remove all the non-condensible gases. 


Low Cooling Effect 

“The second factor which con- 
tributes to a high head temperature 
is the low cooling effect of the suc- 
tion gas at low suction pressures. 
Although there is normally a large 
volume of suction gas going through 
a low temperature compressor, the 
gas has a low density and a low 
specific heat. As a result it will carry 
away very little heat from the com- 
pressor head,” Line ays. 


‘Freon-22’ is considerably higher than 
that for ‘Freon-12’ (column 6). This 
is a significant fact--even though 
the compression ratio as shown in 


column 5 is considerably less for 
‘Freon-22.’ 
“We know that ‘Freon-22’ is a 


more efficient refri,erant at low tem- 
peratures-that is, it takes less dis- 
placement per B.t.u. capacity. Know- 
ing this, and aware of the compara- 
tive characteristics of ‘Freon-22’ as 
outlined in the table, it is obvious 
that we will have to take much 
greater care in engineering the sys- 
tem. Only by careful engineering will 
we be able to maintain head tem- 
peratures which will allow the unit 
to operate efficiently over a long 
period of time,” he cautions. 


Inefficient Compressor 
Operation 


“A fourth factor which often con- 
tributes to high head temperatures 
is inefficient compressor operation. In 
such cases, a reaction known as ‘wire 
drawing’ will greatly increase the 
amount of heat that must be rejected. 
The term ‘wire drawing’ is applied 
to a gas being forced through a 
small opening, with the resultant 
friction causing a temperature in- 
crease. These compressor inefficien- 
cies are usually found in the valve 
plate. 

“Great care should be taken to

and small leaks. Piston ‘blow-by’ will 
contribute to the difficulty, but it is 
usually a critical matter unless there 
has been excessive wear. 

“The fifth factor contributing to 
excessive head temperatures is fric- 
tion heat resulting from the operation 
of the compressor. The compressor 
is usually a standard pump, run at 
its maximum recommended speed to 
get maximum displacement. Although 
it will operate satisfactorily at that 
speed at lower compression ratios, 
it does not have sufficient head cool- 
ing area for the high compression 


ratios. 


“It is an established fact that it 
is difficult to maintain the oil in the 
compressor at low suction pressures. 
Uniess an efficient oil separator is 
used, it is quite easy to remove 
enough oil to cause excessive heat 
on the bearing surface and possibly 
excessive wear,” emphasizes Line. 

To avoid these difficulties, he sug- 
gests the following precautions: 

“1. Maintain the best possible con- 
densing medium. 

“2. Be sure to eliminate all non- 
condensible gases. 

“3. Keep the suction gas as cool 
as possible, both from the evapora- 


tor and between stages on multi- |

and how I done it 

The first thing ya gotta have to 
be an engineer is a sliding ruler. The 
man I got mine from said to watch 
out for the decimal places. Guess 
there warn't any on mine or one of 
my kids would have got em 
They ketch everything! 

The second thing ya gotta have is 
some boob with a little dough that'll 
let ya practice on him. I war lucky 
there, I got quite a few to hold still 

The third thing ya need is to write 
a objective technical paper and get 
some fool editor with a big space to 
fill up, ta print it. If yer reading this 
ya know that finally this character 
has arove as a big time authority. 
Hah! 

My first sucker, oops, customer, 
wuz a feller named Grady Auvil, an 
otherwise smart grower, at Orondo 
twenty miles North of Wenatchee, 
Wash. He grows them famous Wash- 
ington State apples, and other fruits

ing. Mostly times the air comes in 
about 26 and leaves 30 or 31, dur- 
ing loading. After cool down with 
one machine ther are less than a 
one degree split across the room. 

I sketched the ducts on the back of 
an old shoppin bag, and the feller’s 
orchard hired help bilt em outta cor- 
rugated aluminum roofing, As they 
wuz in the room we dident care 
whether they leaked a little or not. 

The Auvils store apples until the 
middie of June, and have figured out 
the power cost at 3.6 cents per box. 
Their overall saving over puttin em 
in a commercial cold storage runs 
about 11 cents a box ... and on 
28,000 boxes that ain't marbles. 

I charged them ten thousand bucks 
fer the refrigeration job, and they 
did all the heavy labor—placing com- 
pressors, fans, coils, bilding ducts, 
etta cetta, and so forth. Ya know I 
still got them Auvils so hypnotized 
that even after four years use, they 
still swear they got a wonderful job! 

Wa'al, ta make a long story 
longer, whilst them Auvils wuz still 
kinda stupified somewhat later, they 
conned a couple of other dumb 
parties into seeing me about storages. 
One braw December day I wuz sitting 
rollin dried clover top cigarettes, 
wondering where bizness wuz, and 
contemplatin tellin the kids that 
Sandy Claus had shot hisself, when 
there came a rapping on my chamber 
door. Twarn’t no raven, but a guy 
standing there with his hands hang- 
ing outta his sleeves. 


built a storage 100 x 60 with a 11 ft. | 


ceiling. 

He wanted to load 2000 boxes of 
apples (bushels to ya Easterners) a 
day, and hold a total of 28,000 boxes 
at 30 degrees. Fer years engineers 
had been circulating 1000 cfm of air 
per ton of refrigeration on these 
jobs. But we wanted to blast em 
down fast, so we used 1350 cfm, 
figured a 7% degree warm up across 
the room, used a cross flow air sys- 
tem, counterloaded fruit toward cold 
air, and brought in air as cold as 24. 

As every third grader knows yer 
maximum load is when yer bringing 
in warm fruit and cooling it down 
to temperature, when every lil ole 
apple is a-sitting there giving off a 
lotta Btus that the book calls heat of 
perspiration. Then when ya finally 
put the chill on em all, ya just got 
a few minor items like Btus sneaking 
in thru the walls, fans and motors, 
slowed down apple breathin, the 
farmer's daughter, and other sources 
of heat. So fer economy of operation 
ya should have flexibility of capac- 
ity 

We got it on the Auvil job by 
puttin in three compressors, one 10 
and two 7% horses power. They were 
General Electrics, paralleled together 
and kicking into one GE water 
cooled condenser. 

In a fan room we shoved a 6% 
dwdi Buffalo Forge fan with a 7%- 
hp. motor, and then stacked up three 
19 x 84 six row GE air condition- 
ing coils (only they only had five 
fins per inch). We put em one above 
the other to kinda form a wall thru 
which the air war drawed. 

With 31° return air they balanced 
all the compressors at 15° refriger- 
ant, two of the compressors at 20°, 
and at 26° with only one machine 
running ... which wuz about eight 
of the nine months of operation. 

We blowed the 25,000 cfm of air 
straight down on an aisle from an 
overhead duct. The only way it could 


| get to the return duct on the other | 


| side of the room wuz to pass thru 
the stacked boxes of fruit. 

We didn’t worry about air space 

| over the top of the boxes, in fact 

| they load right up clost to the ceil- 


Quoth he: I bin talkin to Grady 
Auvil. Kin you duplicate the engi- 
neerin on his job? 

So I sez: Yah, I still got the same 
slide rule. So he comes in, and I put 
on my act like I know what I'm 
talkin about, and throw lots of big 
words around. 

His name is Bob Small and seems 
he wants a 30,000 box storage, to be 
loaded 1250 boxes a day. I sweet talk 
him a while and pretty soon he gives 
me a couple thousand bucks down, 
and goes off without ever talkin to 
any other refrigeration outfit, or even 
knowin what his final cost will be! 

Two days later another feller 
named Ted Waterhouse comes to the 
door wanting refrigeration for a 
small storage, a room 36 x 40 x 9 
which will hold between six and seven 
thousand boxes. He, too, gives me 
money down without ever talkin to 
anybody else. My, I'll tell ya, the 
lights sure burned bright on the 
Xmas tree that year. 

Wa'al, the Small Brothers dident 
know what kind of building to bild 
so I decided to louse the job up good 
and give em the bennyfit of my per- 
fessional advice. They had considered 
cement block but we figgered the 
cost and decided agin it, as on a 


ranch the insurance was the same 
regardless of construction. 

The overall building was gonna be 
90 x 140 including porches so I sez: 
let's build er of frame and put on 
corrugated aluminum roofing and

(Continued from preceding page) 
siding. Then so we wont have posts 
buggering up the placing of boxes, 
we'll (Meaning them) truss across 
the room. 

I had some truss designs that I'd 
found while scavenging the garbage 
dumbs, and figgered we could use 
em. They had stress diagrams which 
I took to mean worried charts, and 
some stuff on moments of inertia 
which probably means the time ya 
spend sleepin it off. Enneyhow we 
use a seventy foot truss, and leaned 
toed the porches. 

Came then the problem of insula- 
tion. Bob Small got a bid on four 
inches of cork, and still gets the 
shakes every time he thinks of the 
nine thousand buck price they gave 
him. I had bin doin a little readin, 
running my finger down the line and 


spellin out the words aloud, and was

kinda sold on tryin aluminum refiec- 
tive insulation. 

I got samples of all kinds and care- 
fully considered the pros and cons 
of them all. We decided to use Infra 
multiple accordion aluminum insu- 
lation. With 2 layers of their type 
4S we could get four layers of alu- 
minum and two fibre accordion sepa- 
rators up on the wall and ceiling in 
two stapling operations. 

We ordered 26,000 sq. ft. (more 
money in Daddy's pocket) for 24 in. 
stud spacing. We figured to leave it 
exposed as much as possible for the 
enhanced illumination and because I 
ain't got no angles where I can get 
a cut on lumber. Besides, we wanted 
a good job, but with as low as possi- 
ble an overall per box cost, so we 
could use it as a come on for other 
suckers. 

Brothers, when that building was 
up and insulated, did we get the 
It would never work! Ya 
mean that lil ole thin aluminum will 
keep out the heat? What's gonna 
keep the cold out in the wintertime? 
Small, ya mean yer crazy enuf to 
risk 100 thousand odd bucks worth 
of apples with that new fangled

The Wenatchee Daily World ran 


nearly a page story and pictures. It | 
objectively reported the pros and > 


cons. But it never ran a story a year 
later after the job had proved an 
outstanding success, and the Smalls 
had shipped out some of the best 
late fruit that had ever left the 
Wenatchee Valley! 

Wa'al, gettin back to the Infra 
aluminum insulation, the material 
cost ran well under 1700 bucks, and 
a famous USDA engineer made an 
extensive electronic recorder test of 
it in use, proving a better rating by 
far than the four inches of cork. I'M 
sorry but he’s one of those ethical 
scientific guys, and you'll have to 
wait and read his paper in another 
official refrigeration society publica- 
tion. If any proponents of other in- 
sulations are reading this, I'm sorry 
too, to hurt your feelings. 

Anyhoo, girls, the job is a honey.

Installed were a 10 and a 7% Gen- 
eral Electric compressor, paralleled 
into a common water cooled con- 
denser. A no. 6 SWSI Western Blower 
fan with five horse motor draws 
15,000 cfm thru 34 square feet of six 
row deep 4 fin per inch copper air 
conditioning type coils, fed by mul- 
tiple outlet thermostatic e st 


valves. Air circulation is similar to 
the Auvil job. 

The Waterhouse job war a funny 
deal. Due to his lack of moola, we 
wuz gonna bild her in stages. First 
went up half the building, a 36 x 40 
x 8 room, on which we installed one 
third of the refrigeration. This wuz 
a 2 hp. air and water cooled General 
Electric hooked up to a Recold 
1348LT blower coil. The room wuz 
insulated with 2 layers of the type 
4S Infra insulation installed between 
“throo the wall” 2 x 4 studs 

Not very good you say? Mebbe. 
We started her up the last of July, 
the owner started moving in hot lil 
ole apricots, and our unnamed play- 
mate from the USDA began running 
his thermocouple wires all over the 
place, making an obstacle course of 
wires, booby traps, and the and so 
forth. 

The thermostat war set for 36 
degrees and the test ran for 24 days 
to August 20 while somewhat torrid 
apricots and then peaches were being 
loaded. Daytime outside temperatures 
were never under 90 and ranged up 
to 104. 

Results? Shecks, fellers I'm preddy 
juiced. Read em later for yerselves as 
noted before. Ennyhoo, Waterhouse, 
the owner wuz there watchin, and he 
ordered more Infra aluminum and a 
couple of more General Electrics and 
Recold coils after it had gone thru

PHILADELPHIA .. Price Vacuum 
Stores, Inc. here, five of its subsidi- 
aries, and three officers were tem- 
porarily restrained recently from sell- 
ing electric vacuum cleaners and 
washing machines bearing the name 
Admiral,” pending a further hearing 
in a suit filed by Admiral Corp.

‘Dry’ Storage of Cut Flowers at 31° F. 
Found Satisfactory for Wide Variety 


ITHACA, N. Y..-Several specific 
recommendations on the commercial 
refrigerated storage of cut flowers 
have been made recently by Kenneth 
Post and C. W. Fischer, Jr. of the 
Department of Floriculture and Or- 
namental Horticulture at Cornell 
university here. 

Their recommendations are con- 
tained in Cornell Extension Bulletin 
853 entitled: “Commercial Storage 
of Cut Flowers.” 

They are as follows: 

Packaging: Seal flowers in rigid 
containers such as sturdy boxes or 
drums. The flowers should be packed 
to fill the container without bruising. 
Although they are packed dry (with- 
out water), the package must not 
contain newspaper or other water- 
absorptive material. 

Preparation: Only fresh, healthy 
flowers can be stored. Wilted blooms 
can be hardened in water for several 
hours prior to packing. 

Removal from storage: Stored 
flowers should be hardened before 
they are marketed. Ends of stems are 
preferably cut and then the flowers 
are placed in water. A _ cut-flower 
“food” will usually be beneficial. They 
will become turgid faster in a cool 
room than in one at room tempera- 
ture. 

Carnations: Varieties Northland, 
Olivett, Virginia Rose, and William 
Sim stored in excellent condition in 
dry packs at 31° F. for at least a 
month. At higher temperatures, the 
flowers became moldy, color changed, 
and the flowers aged. There was no 
sign of “sleepiness” (upward curva- 
ture of outer petals) at 31° F. in 
dry storage. Keeping period follow- 
ing storage was 5 to 7 days and 
longer with “food.” 

Chrysanthemums: Little America 
variety was used in most trials and 
stored well for a month (maximum 
period about five to six weeks) with 
keeping period of seven to 10 days 
following storage. 

Roses: The Better Times variety

was used and stored well for 18 days 
at 31° F. under dry conditions. 
Blooms opened normally and lasted 
five days after storage. When flowers 
were stored longer than three weeks, 
blooms sometimes failed to develop 
properly. The so-called “bluing” was 
discovered to be due, not te low tem- 
perature, but to standing in water 
prior to storage. Hence, roses should 
not be hardened before storage. 

Lily of the Valley: Stored well for 
three weeks at 31° F. 

Peony: Preliminary study indicates 
33° F. may be better than 31° F. 
Some varieties of peonies are known 
to store well for fairly long periods. 

Gardenia: Three weeks at 31° F. 

Tulips: Eight weeks at 31° F. 

Daffodils: Two weeks at 31° F. 

Iris: (Cut in bud stage) At least 
two weeks at 31° F. 

Croft and Creole Lilies: (Stored 
with one bloom partly open) One 
month, but watch for Botrytis mold. 
Tight buds did not open. 

Crops unsuited: Orchid didn't 
stand 31° F. Requires 45 to 50° F. 
Gladioli did not do well in prelimi- 
nary trials of three weeks duration at 
31 to 36° F. Florets failed to open 
or wilted rapidly on removal.

quickly checked; and with a fusible 
plug that melted at approximately 
165° F., so that the entire charge of 
“Freon-12" would be purged from the 
system in case of fire 

The receiver had a capacity of 
about 8 to 10 Ibs. of liquid “Freon-12,” 
and was therefore large enough for 
the entire charge of “Freon-12" in 
the system on “pump-down.” 

The liquid line from the receiver 
service valve followed the left frame 
member back to the evaporator, lo- 
cated in the trunk compartment. The 
suction line also followed this same 
frame member and it and the liquid 
line were both clipped securely to the 
frame. Steel tubing was used as 
liquid, suction, and hot-gas discharge 
lines 


EVAPORATOR 


The cooling coil was encased in a 
sheet-metal housing located in the 
front end of the trunk compartment, 
which therefore put it just behind 
the back of the rear seat, and just 
below the package shelf between the 
rear seat and the rear window. The 
coil was the finned type of course, 
with horizontal tubes and vertical 
fins. Refrigerant control was by 
means of a thermostatic expansion 
valve 

Since there was such a wide varia- 
tion in compressor displacement, and 
consequently a wide variation in re- 
frigerating capacity with car speed, 
the evaporator coil was considerably 
oversize at low car speed, and the 
evaporator and discharge tempera- 
tures were relatively high at low car 
speeds. Conversely, at the higher car 
speeds, the evaporator tended to be 
under-size, in relation to compressor 
capacity, resulting in relatively low 
coil and discharge air temperatures. 

This further tended to reduce the 
variation in cooling capacity of the 
entire system with car speed, and 
had the effect of leveling out the in- 
side temperature of the car regard- 
less of the speed of the car on the 
road. It will be remembered from 
last week's issue that the compressor 
was belted directly to the engine 
fan pulley, and no provision was 
made to vary the r.p.m. and displace- 
ment of the compressor with varia- 
tion of engine speed and car speed. 

For good average results, the 
evaporator capacity should probably 
be balanced to compressor displace- 
ment at about 40 to 45 miles per 
hour car speed with the evaporator 
at about 35° to 40°. Suction pressure 
limiting valves or similar devices 
could be used to more nearly equalize 
the capacities of the evaporator and 
compressor with variation in car 
speeds 

The sheet metal housing of the 
evaporator coil was insulated with 
hair-felt to reduce the heat gain from 
the trunk compartment, and the in- 
sulation was sealed to prevent mois- 
ture penetration of the insulation. 
The entire evaporator housing was 
securely held in place by means of 
metal straps and brackets attached 
to the front and side walls of the 
trunk compartment 


The cooling coil extended only 


about three-fourths of the width of 
its housing. A hot-water heating coil 
occupied the remaining portion of 
the housing, but was separated from 
the cooling coil by means of a verti- 
cal wall in the housing. 


of a pair of steel tubes run along, 
and fastened to the right-hand frame 
member, much the same as the re- 
frigerant lines were run along the 
left-hand frame member. The hot- 
water tubes were insulated, however 

Two blower fans of the squirrel- 
cage or centrifugal type, driven by a 
double-end 6-volt dc. motor, were 
mounted above the coils, and dis- 
charged cold or warm air into the 
ear through a grille located in the 
horizontal package shelf behind the 
rear seat and between it and the rear 
window. 

The warmed air from the occupied 
part of the car entered the housing 
on the front side, near the bottom. 
Baffles were provided to deflect the 
return air from the car through the 
cooling coil in the summer, and

As a subscriber to the Wall Street 
Journal and a manufacturer of home 
freezers in which I have been en- 
gaged for the past eight years, I was 
rather surprised to see the report on 
“The Value of Home Freezers” pub- 
lished in your Journal. 

It seems strange to me that a pub- 
lication of your importance in the 
industry should publish a_ report 
compiled in 1949 and where the data 
was collected mostly from Phoenix 
and Tucson, Ariz., which are locali- 
ties that scarcely figure in the freezer 
industry. In fact, I personally have 
not found it profitable to have a dis- 
tributor in this Arizona territory be- 
cause of the small amount of freezer 
business in that territory. 

It seems also rather remarkable 
to me that you would publish a re- 
port compiled in 1949 in 1952, giving 
a lot of people the impression that 
the same condition exists today that 
existed in 1949. If you had stopped 
to read the NEMA or REMA re- 
ports on Freezer Sales, you would 
find that 1949 was the poorest freez- 
er year since the war. 

If your Research Department had 
investigated, they certainly would 
have found that any 1949 report of 
the Department of Agriculture on the 
use of Home and Farm Freezers 
would be so far from the truth today 
that there would be no comparison. 

I don't know what prompted the 
publication of this information, but 
as a member of the industry and a 
director of REMA, I feel that you 
were completely off base in publish- 
ing a report that would lead a lot of 
people to believe that freezers were 
not a necessary appliance in most 
homes where they have families. 

There has been a lot of publicity 
about food plans, etc., and I'll admit 
that some of it has been bad, but if 
you could go and talk to the average 
housewife who has purchased a 
freezer and follows her budget, you 
will be surprised with the enthusiasm 
and the large savings that many 
people have effected. 

I personally, believe that you as 
the editor should publish a statement 
emphasizing the fact that this re- 
port was made at a bad time and in 
a bad location for the freezer indus- 
try. If it had been made in better 
farming areas and where the business 
is not limited to a resort business on 
a large scale, which is true of Ari- 
zona, you would have found an en- 
tirely different picture. and it would 
have been the true -jcture of the 
freezer industry which is growing 
into one of our large industries.

Home Freezer Sales 


SAN DIEGO, Calif Advertise- 
ments published in daily newspapers 
here by the Bureau of Home Appli- 
ances of San Diego county to pro- 
mote freezers played up clippings 
from local grocery ads to “illustrate 
the kind of food bargains you can get 
when you own a home freezer.” 

The freezer ads appeared in the 
Union and Tribune three times each 
month. They continued throughout 
July and August, according to J. 
Clark Chamberlain, secretary-man- 
ager of the bureau 

Headings of ads read: “Supermar- 
ket At Your Fingertips”; “How To 
Eat Steak on a Hamburger Budget”; 
“Here's the Lowdown on the High 


Cost of Living!”; “Food Bargains 
Galore at Every Store!"; “Two Can 
Live So-0-0-0-0 Cheaply With This 


One.” All ads urged the reader to get 
a home freezer 

In addition to the heading, the top 
section of each ad contained an illus- 
tration. Both the heading and the 
illustration were superimposed over 
the grocery ad clippings. 

Ad copy followed up with such 
points as: “Look at the clippings 
above. They're all from recent San 
Diego grocery ads and they show you 
the kind of frozen food buys you 
can get day after day.” Additional 
copy pointed out other advantages of 
home freezer ownership, and added, 
for example: “And, remember, mod- 
ern refrigerators have freezer com- 
partments—they help you save food 
money, too.” 

Ads also carried the notation that 
dealers displaying the bureau mem- 
ber emblem shown “offer reliable 
sales and service.” 

In reporting on the campaign, 
Chamberlain said freezer business 
in the territory has been running 
from two to four times the volume 
of last year for the past several 
months.

(Concluded from Page 1, Column 4/ 
adequate stocks had been available 
throughout the hot weather. 

Commenting on the local situation, 
Hall said: 

“We plan to promote the sale of 
room air conditioning in 1953, start- 
ing in April and continuing through 
August. There is no doubt, to our 
way of thinking, but that the market 
on air conditioning will continue to 
increase, as everyone who bought one 
air conditioning room cooler will buy 
more, and their friends will also buy. 

“This market for room air condi- 
tioners, no doubt, will be of great 
sales possibilities to our appliance 
dealers in Nashville as there are no 
trade-ins, and, at last, our customers 
are sold on air conditioners. 

“It is also an appliance that helps 
our load factor here in Nashville.

“With the necessary equipment to 
serve our customers to take care of 
this heating load standing practically 
idle during the summer months, room 
air conditioning is about the only 
appliance that is used just in the 
summer time which can help equalize 
to a degree the peak load of winter 
and summer. 

“The log jam of room air condi- 
tioners is definitely broken and we 
expect a growing demand each year 
and intend to promote the use of 
room air conditioners from now on 
as we do other major appliances. 

“Even though it has been as hot 
as h ... down here this summer, 
we have enjoyed it so far as it has 
helped air conditioner sales.” 

The NES room air conditioner pro- 
motion was based on the theme “Be 
Cool This Summer.”

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Meat Cutting, iid To i Glass 


Enclosed Air Conditioned Work Room 


WACO, Texas—An unusual refrig- 
eration installation in southwestern 
supermarket circles has sharply in- 
creased meat sales volume for Brink- 
man’s modern food store located 
here. 

The front of the meat department 
is conventional with two 6-ft. Huss- 
mann service-type meat cases, and 
a 10-ft. open self-service unit. From 
the center line of the case back, 
however, the meat department is un- 
usual. All meat cutting and han- 
dling operations are carried out in 
an air conditioned glass room, cus- 
tom-built for the supermarket by 
Turnipseed Refrigeration Co. of this 
city. 

Projecting from the top of the case 
to a height of 30 in., and extending 
back 12 in. to the wall, are two 
polished, plate glass windows, framed 
in strips of chromium. Instead of 
being flush with the partition wall, 
installing the glass this way provided 
a unique appearance which automa- 
tically catches the attention of every 
visiting newcomer. 

It also extended operating space in 
the room, always at a premium, ac- 
cording to Nathan Brinkman, head 
of the store, who collaborated with 
the Texas refrigeration firm in its 
design. 

The glass box front gives a clear 
view of an 18 by 8-ft. cutting room, 
which is finished in a royal blue, to 
contrast the all-white machines and 
equipment used in meat processing. 

The left wall is actually the front 
wall of a 12 by 8-ft. walk-in refrig- 


erator, while the opposite end of the

room is continued past the juncture 
of the glass, with the partition 

Suspended in the center of the 
glass box, where it is readily visible, 
is an overhead dome unit cooler, 
which has 2,500 c.f.m. capacity. Re- 
frigerating effect is supplied by a 
I-hp. compressor, located in the rear 
of the store, to keep the cutting 
room at 55° the year-round 

Two butchers on duty wear white 
coats, and every step in meat han- 
dling is carried out under scientifi- 
cally-controlled refrigeration 

“We don't find it necessary to use 
signs of any kind to explain this,” 
Brinkman said. “Meat customers 
make their selections from the 
glassed-in, service-type case, and the 
packaged meats are handed out 
through two large slot apertures 
along the top of the case 

“There is always a cool breeze 
blowing outward from the room 
through these two slots, which tells 
volumes about the temperature in- 
side. It is easy for the housewife to 
see meats move directly from the 
big walk-in cooler into a refriger- 
ated, sanitary cutting room, and 
from there to the case, or over the 
case top to her. 

How much in additional 
can trace to this refrigeration in- 
stallation is difficult to state, inas- 
much as we built it when we re-

modeled the store However, we are 
selling approximately three times as 
much meat with this dramatized dis- 
play as we achieve in another store, 
with a more conventional meat de- 
partment.”

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7—Types of Switches, 
Elements Used In Controls 


The switches used in temperature 
and pressure controls may vary in 
appearance due to manufacturers’ 
designs. There are two commonly ac- 
cepted classifications: 

(1) The open contact type. The 
contacts in this type of switch are 
exposed to the air. They need not be 
exposed to dust or dirt. 

The advantage of the open contact 
switch is found in the fact that it is 
not necessary to mount it level. 
Normal vibration does not affect its 
operation. 

In most open contact snap action 
switches a magnet assures positive 
contact due to the magnet’s pull hold- 
ing the contacts closed. 

(2) The sealed contact type. The 
contacts in this switch are sealed in 
an air-tight enclosure. The most com- 
mon type of sealed contact switch is 
the mercury tube design. 

For accuracy of control operation 
the control must be properly leveled 
in a horizontal and vertical position. 

Controls that are not properly in- 
stajied and aligned may appear to 
be inoperative or out of calibration. 


SENSITIVE ELEMENTS 
USED IN CONTROLS 


The temperature or pressure sensi- 
tive element of a control operates 
the control switch. There are several 
types of elements but three types 
have found general favor. See Fig. 11. 

(1) Bi-metal. This element con- 
sists of two disimilar metals inti- 
mately fused together. The bi-metal 
strip appears like a single strip of 
metal. 

The metals used each have a dif- 
ferent expansion characteristic. One 
expands or contracts more than the 
other when the temperature sur- 
rounding the element changes. 

The elements are shaped in spirals, 
helical, or horseshoe designs. One 
end of the element is securely 
anchored, the other end is free to 
change position. A switch can be 
attached to the free end of the ele- 
ment, either directly or through 
linkage. 

When a temperature change is felt 
by the bi-metal, the free end moves 
and opens or closes the control con- 
tacts. 


USE OF BELLOWS 


(2) Bellows. This type of element 
is used in both temperature and pres- 
sure controls. 

When used in temperature controls 
the bellows may be filled with a 
liquid, a gas, or a small amount of 
volatile liquid. 

The charge, liquid or gaseous, in 
the bellows creates an internal pres- 
sure when the temperature surround- 
ing the element rises. A drop in tem- 
perature reduces the internal pres- 
sure. 

Due to internal pressure changes, 
the bellows expands or contracts. 
The expansion or contraction oper- 
ates an electric switch that is at- 
tached directly or through linkage 
to the free-moving end of the bel- 
lows. The opposite end of the bel- 
lows is not free to move.

The bellows only can be used in a 
control as the sensitive element or 
it can be attached by a capillary tube 
to a unit that becomes the tempera- 
ture sensitive section of the control. 

In this last noted design the liquid 
or gas expands in the senstitive ele- 
ment and the internal pressure cre- 
ated reacts on the complete assembly, 
expanding or contracting the bellows. 

Where the bellows with extended 
element is used, the bellows must be 
compensated to overcome the affects 
of temperature that surrounds the 
bellows. 

Bellows-actuated controls are af- 
fected by changes in atmospheric 
pressure caused by changing weather 
conditions or altitude. They may re- 
quire re-calibration when used at 
high altitudes. 

Bellows are also used in pressure 
controls. In one design the bellows is 
connected directly to the source of 
pressure. The changes in pressure at 
the source are refiected in movement 
of the bellows. The pressure acts on 
the internal surface of the bellows. 

A second design of pressure con- 
trol has the bellows housed in a pres- 
sure tight enclosure. The pressure re- 
acts on the external surface of the 
bellows. 


LIQUID-FILLED ELEMENT 


(3) The liquid-filled element. The 
liquid-filled element consists of a 
sealed assembly made of tubing. One 
end of the tubing is sealed off, the 
opposite end is attached to a heavy 
metal cap assembly into which is 
electrically seam welded a wafer 
type metal diaphragm. 

This design of element can be pro- 
duced in a wide variety of shapes. 
It can be made compact enough to 
use in room thermostats or can be 
used with capillaries several feet long 
connecting the sensitive section of 
the element to the diaphragm which 
is made part of the control switch 
and case assembly. 


DESIGN STANDARDIZED 


As produced by White-Rodgers the 
solid liquid charged “Hydraulic Ac- 
tion” element permits a standardiza- 
tion of design that is of value to the 
serviceman. One method of setting 
and calibration is used with all “Hy- 
draulic Action’ White-Rodgers con- 
trols. 

The flexible element, and the power 
created by the expansion of the 
liquid in the solidly charged element 
are valuable features. The element 
can be bent to a proper location 
where it can “feel” the temperature 
to be controlled. Regardless of how 
small the temperature change may 
be that has to be controlled, the force 
of the expanding liquid is available. 
It is this same type of force we see 
in action when pavements heave due 
to expansion from heat in the sum- 
mer.

2-Row Water Heating 
Coil Cut Fuel Costs 


Better Distribution Noted 


JACKSONVILLE, Fia. Installa- 
tion of an automatic oil-fired boiler 
and a two-row water heating coil in 
the ductwork of the air conditioning 
system has improved heat distribu- 
tion and reduced fuel costs for a one- 
story office building here. 

Despite the famed Florida sun- 
shine, winter temperatures here- 
abouts sometimes go as low as 25° 
F., requiring a quick source of heat 
in the morning even though outdoor 
temperatures may rise rapidly during 
the day 

According to Charlies H. Liphart, a 
Jacksonville representative for manu- 
facturers of plumbing, heating, and 
industrial equipment, the original 
heating plant in the building where 
he has offices was an oil-fired furnace 
with a fan. The air which it warmed 
was led into ductwork running from 
a 3%y-ton air conditioning unit to 
grilles in the walls of five offices. 

The oil burner consumed a gallon 
of fuel oil per hour and was oper- 
ated only during office hours. When 
outside temperatures were low, even 
for Florida, it was lunch time before 
comfortable warmth was enjoyed in 
the business offices. 

Earl Hunter, owner of the building, 
asked Liphart to suggest an improve- 
ment. He called the owner's attention 
to the advantages of installing a 
75,000-B.t.u. two-row hot water coil

Hot water circulating through this 
coil was to be provided by a compact 
heating plant called the “National 
Packet,” made by National Radiator

set at 190° F. The built-in circulator 
is controlled by a thermostat, along 
with the fan of the cooling unit.

N.Y. Apartment Dwellers 
‘Hot’ About No Heat 


NEW YORK CITY — Complaints 
about the heat—chiefly the lack of 
it--pour into the Department of 
Health here during the winter at 
rates ranging from 150 calls on a 
mild day to 1,200 during a cold snap, 
according to Minneapolis-Honeywell 
Regulator Co. 

Lack of proper apartment heat in 
the early morning and evenings is the 
commonest complaint lodged by 
tenants of the city’s more than 1,600,- 
000 apartments. About 25% of the 
complaints come in between 9 and 
10:30 am., the tenants objecting 
about chilly apartments when they 
get up. 

The study also showed that of 
those complaining about low evening 
temperatures, some 5% request heat 
after 10 p.m., which is the legal time 
limit for heat in multiple dwellings 
here. On the other hand, about 20 a 
week call the Health department to 
say they have too much heat and 
their apartments are “drying out.” 

Many complaints originate in two- 
family houses where a single thermo- 
stat in the landlord's quarters regu- 
lates the heat in that of the tenant's,

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Homefurnishings Show 
Opens In N. Y. Sept. 18 


NEW YORK CITY Over 400 ex- 
hibitors, including a number from the 
appliance field, will present 
their merchandise for the year ahead 
at the fourth annual National Home- 
furnishings Show set for Sept. 18-28 
in Grand Central Palace here 

More than 200,000 persons are ex- 
pected to attend, according to 58 
Robert Elson, director. The show, 
billed as the only one of its kind in 
the country, is “keyed to give the 
consuming public a complete picture 
of what the manufacturer, decorator, 
and retail store has planned for the 
coming year in the homefurnishings 
field,” it was explained. 

Among those scheduled to exhibit 
appliances and housewares are: 
American Kitchens, Bendix, and 
Crosley divisions of Avco Mfg. Corp.; 
Blackstone Corp.; Chambers Corp.; 
Estate Stove Co.; Hobart Mfg. Co.; 
Lewyt Corp.; Morton Kitchen Cabi- 
net Div.; Nash-Kelvinator Corp.; Per- 
fection Stove Co.; Servel, Inc.; A. O. 
Smith Corp.; Tappan Stove Co.; and 
Whirlpool Corp 

Features of the show will include 
two complete houses, a “half-house,” 
and a series of unusual kitchens. One 
of the houses is traditional and one 
modern. During the show, each house 
will be occupied by a couple who will 
eat, sleep, and actually “live” in the 
houses. 

Also installed is a “kitchen” de- 
scribed as “half-a-house.” It com- 
bines the living room, recreation 
room, cooking and dining area, and 
laundry, with all the “areas” built 
around a central fireplace 

One of the special show highlights 
will be a series of 20 “Personality 
Rooms.” Here, top flight decorators 
have created their conception of what 
rooms should be like for certain 
prominent personalities.

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Purchase Expands Carrier G-E Sales -- 


Thompson Rd. Plant 40% 


SYRACUSE, N. Y.—Carrier Corp. 
has contracted to purchase from 
Syracuse university for $3,600,000 
the land and industrial buildings that 
adjoin Carrier's principal plant, it 
was announced recently by Cloud 
Wampler, president. 

This transaction will enable Syra- 
cuse university to obtain a substan- 
tial portion of the funds needed for 
the construction of a new engineer- 
ing building at its main campus. At 
the same time, Carrier will secure 
much needed additional office, pro- 
duction, and warehousing space. 

The property to be acquired by 
Carrier includes 110 acres of land, 
various buildings located thereon and 
certain equipment needed for oper- 
ating purposes. The major structures 
have a total floor area of over 400,000 
aq. ft. 

The area of Carrier's present plant 
in the Thompson Rd. manufacturing 
district is 1,000,000 sq. ft. Thus the 
purchase from the university will re- 
sult in a 40% increase. Including its 
Geddes St. plant, the total produc- 
tive space owned or leased by Car- 
rier Corp. in Syracuse will approxi- 
mate 2,500,000 sq. ft. 

Commenting on the purchase agree- 
ment, Wampler stated: “We have al- 
ways wanted to round out our 
Thompson Rd. holdings. There is 
immediate need for a substantial 
amount of the space involved. 

“The purchase means that Carrier 
will have, by all odds, the largest as 
well as the most modern facilities in 
the air conditioning industry. In the 
past five years we have acquired 
over 32 acres of first-class, one-floor 
manufacturing space to meet the in- 
creasing demands for our products.” 

The facilities covered by the con- 
tract are immediately adjacent to 
Carrier's three other main buildings 
in the Thompson Rd. area. They were 
built during World War II and were 
purchased by Syracuse university 
from War Assets Administration in 
1947 at the same time that Carrier 
purchased an adjoining plant from 
the same government agency. Since 
then Carrier has erected two other 
large plants on the site. 

The largest building to be pur- 
chased by Carrier contains 204,000 
sq. ft. and will probably be used 
initially for office and warehousing 
purposes. The next largest building 
contains 162,000 sq. ft. and will con- 
tinue to be leased to General Electric 
Co. for defense production purposes. 

Among the smaller buildings are 
two which are ideally suited for 
laboratory purposes. These will prob- 
ably be used by Carrier for its re- 
search department and certain de- 
velopment activities. In the immedi- 
ate future, however, the university 


will continue its Industrial Research 
Institute operation in one of these 
buildings.

He attributed the decline in August 
from July in large part to some scare 
buying because of the steel strike 
and reflection of the norma! seasonal 
buying pattern 

Running ahead of last year for 
eight months at the retail level be- 
sides refrigerators, Linder reported, 
were automatic washers leading 
with a 27% advance—dryers, ironers, 
and garbage disposers, with water 
heaters about even. On the downside 
were food freezers, ranges, conven- 
tional washers, and dishwashers. 

Linder noted that the improvement 
at the retail level during August 
from the year-ago month had been 
reflected in most lines in distribu- 
tors’ sales to dealers and factory 
sales to distributors 

At the distributor level, automatic 
washers paced the August gainers 
over a year ago with an advance 
of about 102%. Refrigerators were up 
about 50°. 

At the factory level, garbage dis- 
posers led over a year ago during 
August with a gain of about 300%. 
Refrigerators advanced about 200%. 

The G-E executive said that the 
company’s manufacturing plants now 
for the most part are operating on 
production schedules equal to or ex- 
ceeding those in effect before the 
steel strike. 

Temporary shortages of ranges, 
some refrigerators and freezers, auto- 
matic washers, automatic dryers, and 
most water heater models may be 
expected before the year is out as 
a result of the strike, Linder said. 
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Servivel le Cese of Cooling Fellore Sees 
As Danger of Rocket Flights Into Space 


CHICAGO The possibility of 
manned rocket flights to the borders 
of space poses numerous problems on 
what would happen, physically and 
psychologically, to human beings 
traveling in the region beyond the 
terrestial atmosphere. 

One of these problems is that of 
human survival if the cooling system 
fails, it was brought out by Heinz 
Haber, associate physicist in the De- 
partment of Engineering, University 
of California, in an address at the 
fall meeting of ASME. 

It has been found, he said, that at 
185° F. a person would collapse in 
60 minutes. At 500°, it would take 
three minutes. 

Haber noted that one of the most 
intriguing problems of modern avia-

tion is the generation of an envelope 
of hot air around a fast-flying air- 
craft, owing to aerodynamic or fric- 
tion heating. 

In a range between 80 and 100 
miles of altitude, air drag and skin 
heating of a satellite vehicie for a 
velocity of five miles per second will 
become negligible, he stated. 

Beyond the border of thermal in- 
teraction between atmosphere and 
craft, there is the heat caused by 
radiation between the exterior of the 
craft and the sun, earth, and cosmos. 
It has been determined, Haber said, 
that gleaming white materials such 
as magnesium oxide can serve as 
surface coatings, if a manned craft 
is exposed to the field of thermal 
radiation in space.
